THE  MSP  LIBRARY  SAGA 
Dave  Beatty  joined  MSP  in  1977 
and  served  a  few  months  as  a  Correction- 
al officer,  but  later  that  year  was 
made  prison  librarian  and  it  is  due 
to  his  efforts  that  it  has  grown  into 
an  efficient  and  comprehensive 
operation. 

In   the   old  downtown   prison   the 
library  was  a  small  'hole  in  the  wall1 
house.
